Mr. .d. Hostings of Messra. Deacon & 
Hastings, solicitors, appeared for the plaintiff 
firm, and.

Mr. Hastings, in his opening statoment, said 
that the plaintiffs had lad several large troncac- 
tions for seven yeara With. the defendants, and 
following the practice in the ease’ of Chivese 
dealing with uropeads, the transactions. had 
been carried on through the agency of plaintiff's 
eompradore, Detendaut's agent, Chak A Tong, 
came to the plaintiffs compradore in June, 
1902, asking Foran order for beer.

Ararticle recently appeared in the United 
States Army and Navy Journal op the weapons 
used in the lute war, whioa is particularly 
interesting as-represeating tho opinions which 
were apparently genorally held among the Boers, 
and which, it may be observed, aro constantly 
quoted in thd Continental Press, aaif thoy reully 
‘were to be regarded as the final proaouncsment 
on this subject. The writet, Joubert Reitz, 
says that the “first discuvory’ made was that 
sido-arms ara to all intents and purpeses useless,” 
and that it is not worth carrying them’ for the 
few opportunities that still arise of using 
them. n-fact, because bayonet charges occur 
more rarely nowadays than formerly, thoy can 


be left out of accountaliogetber, ‘ihere is an 
old Frensh saying to the effect that there is 


always ‘(un gui “buise eb Uantre qui tend la | 


joui’ which is peculiarly applicable to the use 
‘of the bayonet; and with 8 foe which rarely 
waited to perform-the latter part of the process 
it is not surprising that the opportunity for 
trying the other occured equally. seldom. 
Similarly the statement: thot thé lance is a 
caseless ond cumbersome weapon, to be dis- 
carded, is explicable on much the same grounds, 
It is easy enough to ssy 
misutes’ pigsticking ” ot Elandslaagto resulted

cet istremendous, Thearticlo closes with tho 
con-oling remerks-thut ‘if the Britiak take 
advantage of the lessons they learnt in the war,
